But while the future payoff is fairly 
clear, .the process of getting there is hot 
without pain. Nobody has yet invented a 
way to suck a trillion dollars out of the 
economy' over seven years without anyone ; 
noticing. Indeed, some economists predict * 
if spending is cut too fast, it could tip the 
economy into recession. 

Even if the economy con withstnnd_thc__ 
-shqck-of-shaiply ledinitTd government 


spending, there are two groups of people 
for whom this budget debate has serious 
consequences: the poor and the elderly. 

The big nut jo be cracked is health-care 
costs, which effectively represent half of 
the' policy dispute between the president 
and the Republican -Congress. What 
they’re really wrestling with is how to ra- 
tion medical care for the 60 million Ameri- 
cans who rely on government to pay for if. 

Although rationing is o dirty word in 
.politics, it goes on every day all over the 
United States, where more than half the 
' workin^popUlBtion'is“noW r tnroH«fd"fn ” 
some form of managed health-care plan. 

The key feature; of these plans is that a 
group of doctors and hospitals agrees to 
-providc-all medically necessary-setyices - 
for a fixed fee per person per year. ‘This 
Jlxcid-fee concept has helped. sldw;thc 
medical inflation ajtc to its present 4 per; 
cent. But the government’s two big health- 
care programs,' Medicare ond.Medicaid, 
continue to optrate largely on the blank 
chock philosophy of health insurance; ;giv- 
ing the poor and elderly free reign to;ron- 
sume whatever health services they think 
they need arid' rciiribursing"'do«5tbr^ and 
hospitals according to a fee schedule . '• .

^-WASHINGTON (AP) — The Pentagon should pay 
more attention to the psychological impact of the Gulf 
..War experience in analyzing (he illnesses of those 
who served in the 1991 conflict, medical experts said 
Thursday. 

The Institute of Medicine, in ^report requested by 
the Department of Defense, also added a note of cau- 
tion Jo. Pentagon's conclusion that there is no clinical 
evidence oTiCnew, mystery illness afflicting Gulf War 
vets. 

The Pentagon study of sick veterans may not be * 
adequate to detect milder, unknown illnesses affecting 
a smaller number of people, it said. 

The Pentagon in June 1994 Initialed the 
■ Comprehensive Clinical Evaluation Program, which 
has examined more than 10,000 Gulf veterans. It 
turned up instances of back pain, headache, alco-

last August thar there was no such thing as a unique 
'and previously unknown “Persian Gulf Syndrome."

But the-report noted that 37 percent of the 
patients in the program were diagnosed with a psychi- 
atric condition such as depression or post-traumatic 
stress disorder. It encouraged the Pentagon “to empha- 
size in its future reports (hot psychosocial stressors can 
produce physical and psychological effects that arc as * 
real' and potentially devastating ns physical, chemical 
or biological stressors."

To many, no more powerful 
objection can be made against the 
“let-it-a!l-hang-out" state than that. 
We have -our daily reminders that 
privacy is an endangered resource — 
tabloid-TV trash about family dys-' 
function, media surveillance of both 
celebrities and ordinary people, gov- 
ernment and business exploitation of 
personal information through new 
technology. All of these seem to 
confirm a traditional view 'expressed 
by. the authors: that loss of privacy 
equals damagfc to self-respect, and 
triggers immediate shame and indig- 
nity,- — — — — — : ^ — 

Yet, there’s another way to look at 
loss of privacy* less common among 
lawyers, and far less popular general- 
ly:'as a loss of unearned innocence, a 
loss of the ability to pretend, to keep 
up a front, to deceive oneself and 
•others. When the private becomes 
public, truth can usually be found on 
the upswing, and abundant truth is 
one pillar of an ideal society. Thus 
the priority of the public over the'pfi- 
vatc has a certain political nnd philo- 
sophical appeal. Is that good enough 
reason to make protection of the right 
to privacy less than a compelling 
civic need? 

One of the many virtues of "The 
Right to Privacy" (Knopf, $26.95) by 
-Ellen Alderman and Caroline 
Kenned, is that it makes us feel in ' 
our gut the downside of the view that 
loss of privacy builds a stronger

Bill of Rights in Action,” is journal- 


“See how these 
people have suffered,’’ they seem, to 
say, as they relate the stories of vic- 
tims on five baltlefronte: “Privacy v. 
Law Enforcement"; "Priyncy and 


Your Sell ; Privacy y. t 
"Privacy v. the Voyeur”; and 
"Privacy in the Workplace." 

To be sure, the tales arc grim. The 
Chicago woman who makes a wrong 
turn nnd endures a full “body-cavity" 
strip search. The black businessman,/ 
snapped by a photographer, who 
turns up as the cover model for a 
New York Times Magazine piece 
with which he vehemently disagrees. 
The wife forced to watch her hus- 
band’s dying moments again beenuse 
a TV news crew was accompanying 
the paramedics who came to pick 
him up.
